A stat@ément given out by 
Hoover after the white house 
nouncement gave his plans for 
administration and called on the coun- 
try to render voluntary assistance in 
carrying it out. 

In explaining that it is absolutely 
necessary to vest unquestionable pow- 
ers in the government, the president 
declared he is confident that exercise 
of the authority granted will be neces- 
sary only “in the few cases where 
some small and selfish minority proves 
unwillipag4te.put the nation’s interests 
above advantage.” 

Mr. Hoover proposed that 
administration be divided 
great branches whose duties he de- 
fined in detail. Most of the work 
would be carried out by men and wom- 
en of the country on a volunteer basis. 
“If this cannot be done,” said Mr. 
Hoover's statement, “I shall certainly 
and willingly surrender the task to 
some other method of emergency. I 
hold that democracy can yield to dis- 
cipline, and that we can solve this 
food problem for our own people and 
our allies in this way, and that to have 
done so will have been a greater serv- 
ice than our itmmediate objective, for

The provisional government declared 


today that it was united in the rejec- 
tion of a separate peace afd that it

ment of a general peace which will 
not tend either to domination over 
other nations or to the seizure of their 
national possessions—a peace without 
annexations or indemnities. The gov- 
ernment expresses its conviction that 
the Russian army will not suffer the 
Germans to destroy Russia's western 
allies. 
Statement by Government. 

The statement embodying these de- 
clarations was issued by the newly re- 
organized provisional government as 
a declaration, and reads: . 

“The provisional government, reor- 
ganized and reinforcee by representa- 
tives of the: revolutionary democracy, 
declares that it will energetically car- 
ry into effect the ideas of liberty, 
equality and fraternity beneath the 
standards by which the great Russian 
revolution came to birth. The pro- 
visional government is united as to the 
fundamental lines of its future action 
as follows: 

“First, in foreign policy, the govern- 
ment, rejecting in concert with the en- 
tire people all thought of a separate 
peace, adopts openly as its aim the re- 
establishment of a general peace which 
shall not tend towards either domin- 
ion over other nations, the seizure of 
their national possessions or. violent 
usurpation of their territories—a peace 
without annexation or indemnities and 
based on the right of nations to decide 
their own affairs.

As Colonel Charles Noyes, command- 
ing the first division of the parade, 
passed, most of Atlanta got thelr first

Next came the Seventeenth infantry 
band, stepping smartly, and followed by 
two companies of the regiment, upon 
whose faces still remains the tan of 
Mexico's sun. As the Seventeenth band 
struck up “Dixie’’ a pandemonium of 
cheering broke loose. 

As the hospital detachment of the 
Seventeenth, bearing the Red Cross 
upon its automobiles, passed under the 
windows of the Red Cross headquarters 
in the Kimball house an enthusiastic 
patter of applause from the women 
floated down to the street. From the 
windows of the Red Créss headquarters 
flew the United States flag, the Union 
Jack, the Tri-color and the Red Cross 
flag, significant of the wonderful work 
which the Red Cross has done under the 
flags of the allies across the water and 
is preparing to do under Old Glory. 

Clad even as Solomon in all his glory 
and literally making the windows of 
surrounding buildings rattle, next came 
the Red Men’s drum corps. 

If there had been enthusiasm for the 
part of the parade which had already 
passed it grew when the next unit came 
afong. This was composed of the en- 
tire fifteen companites—150 men strong 
each-——from the officers’ reserve corps 
training camp at Fort McPherson.

“Yesterday morning our troops opened 
a vigorous attack with the object of 
capturing the heights of Hill 652 on 


| Monte Vodice, the key to the enemy’s 


defenses north of Monte Santo. The 
stubborn resistance of the enemy, sup- 
ported by numerous batteries of al! 
calibers which kept up a continuous 
fire from the rear, rendered the action 
long and severe... Advancing from rock 
to rock, expelling the enemy from 
trench and cavern, destroying his ma- 
chine guns, our infantry by evening 
succeeded in reaching the crest of the 
long-contested heights and maintaining 
the position against the concentrated 
fire of enemy batteries. We captured 
379 men, including 16 officers. 

“With the capture of the Massif he- 
tween Monte Cocco and Monte Vodice 
the task of diverting the enemy’s at- 
tention which was. assigned to the 
troops in the sector between Bodez and 
Loga was completed and they withdrew 
to the right bank of the Isonzo without 
molestation from the enemy. 

“In the region east of Gorizia we 
maintained our positions against per- 
sistent enemy attacks which were par- 
ticuljarly violent south of Grazigna and 
mend e hights of Hill 174, south of Ti- 
voli. ' 

“On the remainder of the front in- 
cessant artillery duels occurred. e 
enemy’s fire was especially violent 
against Gorizia and the surrounding 
villages. 

“Intense aerial ectivity continues. 
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Our squadrons dropved bombs on en- 
campments at Canelle and the Carcaro 
valley, returning in safety. Two enemy 
machines were brought down.” 


ITALIANS FAIL, 
AUSTRIANS SAY. 


Vienna, Mav 19.—(Via London.)—The 
official communication issued today 
from Austro-Hungarian general head- 
quarters, reads: 

“Yesterday, the seventh day of the 
tenth Isonzo battle, again was full of 
fierce fighting. Southwest of Auzza., 
the Italians, who had gained a footing 
here on the left bank of the Isonzo, 
fruitlessly attempted to extend their 
position.

LOUIS GHOLSTIN 
DIED LAST NIGHT 


Continued From First Page. 


Gholstin Spring & Mattress manufac- 
tory, formerly the Gholstin-Cunning- 
ham Spring Bed Co., and in’ this busi- 
ness he.-had amassed a fortune. — 

He came to Atlanta—then a city of 

ruins—immediately following the close 
of the war, when he was mustered out 
with a detachment*of Tennessee troops 
in north Georgia. He-had served the 
latter days of the war together with 
‘Samuel N. Inman, ariother well-known 
Atlanta capitalist and civic enthusiast, 
who died several years ago. Mr. Ghol- 
stin had entered the confederacy at 
thé outbreak of the war, enlisting in 
the First Lotisiana infantry, the famous 
fighting body known as “The Louisiana 
Tigers,”. of which only thirteen -sur- 
lvived. They were then enrolled in a 
Tennessee regiment. 
' He was born near Warsaw, Poland, 
and educated in Prussia, coming to 
New York in 1856. He went almost di- 
rectly from New York to New Orleans. 
His success was due to his sound busi- 
ness principles, loyalty to fellow man, 
and close application to work. It was 
traditional of his life that the night 
watchman, wherever he labored, was 
never able to go off duty before Mr. 
Gholstin reported at the office each 
morning. , 

He was married in Augusta to Miss 
Mary Butt, daughter of Captain John 
C. Butt, one-of that city’s most charm- 
ing daughters... She and their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Edwin Johnson, wife of the 
former councilman, are the sole sur- 
vivors. 

Mr. Gholstin was a director in the 
Atlanta Freight bureau, and one of the 
organizers of that institution. He. was 
an active member of the chamber of 
commerce, and also an organizer of the 
Merchants’ & Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion. In this latter body he was elected 
chairman of the first finance committee, 
and held the position actively up to the 
moment of his death.

THIRD BROADSIDE 
DROPPED ZEPPELIN 


Copenhagen, May 19.—Destruction-of 
the Zeppelin L-22, reported in an of- 
ficial British announcement on Mon- 
day occurred off Esbjerg, within sight 
of the Danish coast, according to the 
accounts of. eye-witnesses from vil- 


lages on the shore. These accounts 
indicate that two Zeppelins were de- 
etroyed on that day, inasmuch as the 
explosion of an airship off Terschell- 
ing was reported from Holland at a 
point too distant to cover the same 
case. The loss of the second is at- 
tributed to lightning. 

The L-22 was seen of Esbjerg while 
making an observation tour up and 
down the coast of Jutland. It was 
engaged by a British force which pre- 
sumably was looking for German de- 
stroyers that have been fishing up 
British mine fields. The Zeppelin was 
‘not far from shore and was plainly 
visible. Its opponents could not be 
seen, but their presence was made 
known by the ghomeae | of guns.

Washington, May 19.—All three arms 
of America’s fighting forces, the army, 
mavy and marine corps, soon will be 
represented in the war zones. 

With American destroyers already 
combatting the U-boat menace in Euro- 


‘pean’ waters and army regulars con- 


centrating to carry the flag to the bat- 
tle lines in Belgium and France, a 
regiment of marines was designated to- 
day to join the expeditionary force 
and round oufj the nation’s representa- 
tation in the Meld. 

The marines will be commanded by 
Colonel Charles A. Doyan and composed 
of veterans of active service in Haiti, 
Santo Domingo and Cuba. 

Secretary Daniels, in making the an- 
nouncement today, said the marine 
regiment would have a strength of 2,600 
men. It ‘will be armed, equipped and 
organized in the same way as the army 
regiments of the Pershing expedi- 
tionary force. Organizations which will 
compose the regiment will be brought 
home from the tropics immediately. 

Colonel Doyan now commands the 
Washington barracks in this city. Mr. 
Daniels pointed out that there would 
bei no member of the marine organiza- 
tibn sent who Is not a seasoned veteran 
of several active campaigns. 

40,000 Men for Land Service. 

The marines will be attached to the 
army division under General Pershing, 
which is\ under orders to proceed 
abroad as soon as practicable. Al- 
though details are not being made pub- 
lic, it was calculated tonight that with 
the marine regiment the total Ameri- 
can force now designated for land 
service in Europe is close to 40,000. An 
army division at war strength com- 
prises about 25,000 men, and upwards 
of 12,000 are expected to be in the nine 
volunteer regiments of engineers now 
being recruited. e 

General Pershing and his staff will 
sail for Europe ahead of the troops, as 
there is much to be done on the other 
side to pave the way for final train- 
ing of the force and for the huge army 
the United States is preparing to pour 
across the seas after it as rapidly as 
men can be trained and equipped. 

For obvious reasons, no information 
as to the time of the American com- 
*mander’s departure or his destination 
will be made public. When Rear Ad- 
miral Sims, commanding the destroyer 
force, was sent on his important mis- 
sion, the first word of his errand came 
from London after his arrival there. 

When General Pershing leaves every 
detail of the organization and equip- 
ment of his troops will have been 
worked out. He will know exactly 


what preparations must be made and 
what use ig to be made of his division, 
Presumably he will have wide discre- 
tionary powers to co-operate with 
commanders of the French, British and 
Belgian forces.

From the office of 
the provost marshal general, all nec- 
essary blanks for’ registration were 
gent out to the state and municipel 
authorities, who will enroll the men 
as provided in President Wilson’s proc~- 
lamation. 

In all parts of theecountry also state 
officials redoubled their efforts at re- 
cruitin the national guard to war 
atrength.

IRON DISCIPLINE 
TO RESTORE ARMY, 
SAYS WAR MINISTER 


Petrograd, May 19.—(Via London.)— 
Minister of War Kerensky, address- 
ing the congress of peasants, announc- 
ed his determination to introduce an 
iron discipline into the army. He made 
an impassioned appeal for support in 
restoring the morale of Russfa’s mil- 
itary forces and his speech was greeted 
with enthusiastic applause. 

A great demonstration occurred aft- 
er he finished his address. The dele- 
gates embraced the minister and car- 
ried him on their shoulders to his au- 
tomobile. 

M. Kerensky said in part: 

“We must, before anything, consoli- 
date the civic liberty the revolution 
gave us, and we shall not do this if 
each does not do his duty to his coun- 
try with complete self-sacrifice. Let 
us show the world we know not only 
how to destroy, But also how to cre- 
ate. 

“Soldiers, sailors and officers, I call 
on you to make a last heroic effort. 
I am your servant. Help me to show 
the world that the Russian army is not 
a demolished temple, but is strong and 
formidable, capable of making itself 
respected and of defending the free re- 
public.of democratic Russia. 

Discipline to Be Restored. 

“It may appear strange that I, a 
civilian who was never a soldier, have 
undertaken the heavy task of restoring 
discipline in the army, but I accept it 
because I understand that this discip- 
line is based on your duty and recipro- 
cal respect. I have never known what 
this discipline is, but nevertheless pro- 
pose to introduce an iron discipline into 
the army and I am sure I shall suc- 
ceed, 

“This is necessary not only at the 
front, but also in the interior of the 
country, in order to bring the liberty 
which has been conquered into the con- 
stituent assembly. This great national 
council, invested with sovereign au- 
thority, will show that it does not wish 
to'repeat the sad events of the revolu- 
tion in 1905, when the peasants con- 
quered land, but were not able to 
keep it in their hands. 

“Tl am shortly going to the front. Al- 
low me, therefore, to say in the 
trenches that the Russian peasants 
wish to have the land which belongs 
to them, and that no force shall take 
it from them. But also allow me to 
say that the peasants demand, in order 
to achieve this object, that everyone 
shall do his duty in a spirit of self- 
sacrifice.” 

Order to the Army. 

Minister of War Kerensky has is- 

sued the following order of the day to 


the army: 
“The country ig in danger. Bach one 


must do what he can to avert the peril. 
No request to be allowed to resign, 
made by officers in high command with 
a desire to escape responsibility at a 
time so grave, will be accepted by me. 
Deserters are enjoined to return to the 
army and fleet by May 28. All infrac- 
tions of this order will be severely 
punished.” 

After a oonference with the govern- 
ment, the duma committee and the 
council of deputies, the commanding 
generals have returned to the front. 

M. Milukoff, former foreign minister, 
has refused to accept the ministry of 
education because his presence in the 
cabinet would involve a responsibility 
for the projected foreign policy of the 
administration. He considers this pol- 
icy dangerous and likely to compromise 
Russia’s relations with her allies. 


RUSSIAN ACTION 
TO STIR GERMANY. 

Amsterdam, May 19.—(Via London.) 
Commenting on the retirement of Pro- 
fessor Paul. Milukoff as Russian for- 
eign minister, and the entry of social- 
ists into the Russian government, the 
socialist newspaper, Vorwaerts, of Ber- 
lin, says the Russian council of work- 
men’s and soldiers’ delegates speak in 


in London, Paris, Berlin and Vienna. 

It believes all governments shortly 
may have to face the question ‘whether 
or not they are ready for a general 
peace without annexations, or indemni- 
ties on the basis of freedom of the peo- 
ples. The newspaper adds: 

“The question, therefore, will be put 
to the rman chancellor not by Ger- 
man, but. by Russian socialists, to 
whom he cannot refuse the reply he 
withheld from his own countrymen.” 


Beginning to Master 
German Submarines, 
Says British Official 


London, May 19.—Kennedy Jones, di- 
rector of food economy, expressed the 
belief that the German submarines were 
beginning te be mastered, in an address

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ARN TO EUROPE 


Renewed Interest Aroused 
by the Arrival of Japanese 
Warships in French Wa- 
ters — Mystery About Ja- 
pan’s Activities. , 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 19.— (Special.)— 
The arrival of Japanees gunboats at 
Marseilles to co-operate with the allied 
fleets has aroused renewed interest 
here as to whether Japanese troops 
would also be sent to the western front. 
Early in the war Japan offered to send 
her fighting men ts& Europe and this 
offer has been repeated, it is reported, 
within the last few months. 

Official representatives of England 
and France have not attempted to dis- 
guise their earnest desire for additional 
forces on the battle fronts. Since the 
plans of the genera] staff of the Amer!i- 
can army did not contemplate sending 
troops from this country for several 
months, it was thought likely that the 
offer of Japan would be accepted. 

A great deal of mystery has sur- 
rounded the activities and purposes of 
Japan. England is believed to have ve- 
toed the idea of Japanese co-operation 
in the beginning because of the preju- 
dice of her Canadian and Australian sol- 
diers against co-operating with the 
Japanese troops. Her diplomats were 
concerned as to what claims Japan 
might make in connection with the re- 
adjustment of political boundary lines 
at the end of the war. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the 
war, Beron Kato in a speéch to the 
Japanese diet on Noverber 19, 1914, said 
the proposal to send troops to Burope 
was a dowbtful measure. It was an- 
nounced that Japanese activities would 
be limited to the China sea. Count 
Okuma emphasized this limitation of 
the war and England extended official 
assurances to the United States, to the 
same effect. The latter part of August, 
1914, Japanese troops were landed at 
Kiao Chau and on November 7, 1914, 
effected the capture of Tsingtau, a Ger- 
man possession. Japan also captured 
seven island possessions of Germany 
in the south Pacific. 

The shipyards and munition plants 
of Japan have been kept busy supply- 
ing the needs of England, France and 


Russia arid the country has profited 
tremendously on her war business. 

It is reported that an agreement en- 
tered into between Japan and England 
was to the effect that Ja would 
devote the entire facilities of her muni- 
tion plants to allies for the duration of 
the war, but at its termination she 
would expect to be remunerated by the. 
transfer to her navy of a number of 
British war ships. The number was 
variously stated as six or eight. 

Whether this country would now look 
with favor upon the co-operation of 
land forces of Japan

GOES INTO THE BEVOND 


Pioneer for Woman Suffrage. 
First Woman Admitted to 
Supreme Court Practice.

Washington, May 19.—Mrs, Belva A, 
B. Lockwood, the first woman admit- 
ted to practice before the supreme 
court, a pioneer in the woman suffrage 
movement, and the only woman who 
ever was a candidate for president of 
the United States, died here today after 
a long illness, aged 86 years.

anecdote of how she became one of 
the first women in this country to fight 
for equal rights. A widow at 24 years 
of age, with a child, she was teaching 
school in her native town, Royalton, 
mm 26 06 of only $3 a week. 
Men teachers, doing the same work, 
were getting-twice as much, or more, 

‘I kicked to the school trustees,’’ she 
said. “I went to the wife of the Meth- 
odist minister. The answer I got open- 
ed my eyes and raised my @ander. She 
said: ‘I can’t help you; you cannot help 
yourself for it is the way of the 
world.’” , 

The then apparent hopelessness of 
woman's cause so aroused her that she 
fought for more than fifty years 
against the exclusion of women from 
rights which men enjoyed. She forti- 
fied herself with a collegiate educa- 
tion at Genessee college, in the days 
when higher education was rare among 
women, and for successive periods was 

receptress of seminaries at Lockport, 

ainesville and Oswego, N. Y. 

In each place she was a leader among 
women’s societies, and when at. the 
close of the civil war she removed to 
Weshington she was determined to be- 
come a lawyer and win a place before 
the bar. In the meantime she married 
again, to the Rev. Ezekiel Lockwood, 
a Baptist clergyman in Washington, 
who died nine years later, in 1877. Her 
first husband hed been Uriah H, MdNall, 
a young farmer in Royalton: 

Soon after her second marriage she 
began study at the National University 
of Law, and upon graduation, after 
spirited controversy, was admitted to 
practice before the supreme court of 
the District of Columbia. 

“T never stopped fighting,” she sald. 
“My cauge was the cause of thousands 
of women. I drew up a bill admitting 
women to practice at the bar of the 


it passed.” 
Admitted te Highest Court. 


This victory meade her widely ac- 
claimed. She herself was the § first 
woman to take advantage of the new 
law, and at the age of 49 was admitted 
to the highest court in the land. 

She won several notable legal battles, 
including the case of the Eastern Cher- 
okees vs. the United States, in which 
she secured a settlement of $6,000,000 
for the Indians. 

During President Garfield’s admin- 
istration she made an unsuccessful ap- 
plication for the Brazilian mission. 

The most. striking incident of her 
career then came, in 1884, with nomina- 
tion by the equal rights party of the 
Pacific slope as a candiMate for the pres-

“The objects sought to be served by

Authority is 
asked also to establish prices, but not 
in order to limit the profits of the 
farmers, but only to guarantee to them 
when necessary a minimum price which 
will insure them a profit where they 
are asked to attempt new crops, and 
to secure the consumer against extor- 
tion by breaking up corners and at- 
tempts at speculation when they occur 
by fixing temporarily a reasonable 
price at which middlemen must sell. 
“Tl have asked Mr. Herbert Hoover to 
undertake this all-important task of 
food administration. He has express- 
ed his willingness to do so on condi- 
tion that he is to receive no payment 
for his services and that the whole of 
the force under him, exclusive of cleri- 
cal assistance, shall be employed so 
far as possible upon the same volun- 
teer basis. He has expressed his con- 
fidence that this difficult matter of 
food administration can be successfully 
accomplished through the voluntary co- 
operation and direction of legitimate 
distributors of foodstuffs and with the 
help of the women of the country. 


Unquestionable Powers Necessary. 


“Although it is absolutely necessary

“The provoese food administration is 
intended, of course, only to meet a 
manifest emergency and to continue 
only while the war lasts. Since it will 
be composed, for the most part, of vol- 
unteers, there need be no fear of the 
possibility of a permanent bureaucracy 
arising out ofit. All control of con- 
sumption will disappear when the 
the emergency has passed. It is with 
that object in view that the adminis- 
tration considers it to be of pre-emn- 
nent importance that the existing asso- 
ciations of producers and distributors 
of foodstuffs should tbe mobilized and 
made use of on a volunteer basis. The 
successful conduct of the,projected ad- 
ministration by such means will be the 
finest possible demonstration of the 
willingness, the ability and the effi- 
ciency of democracy, and of ite justi- 
fied reliance upon the freedom of in- 
dividual initiative. The last thing 
that any American could contemplate 
with equanimity would be the intro- 
duction of anything resembling Prus- 
sian autocracy into the food control in 
this country. 

“It is of vital interest and importance 
to every man who produces food and 
‘to every man who takes part in its 
distribution that these policies thus 
and succeed altogether. It, is only in 
that way that we can prove it to be 
absolutely unnecessary to resort tothe 
rigorous and drastic measures which 
have proved to be necessary in some 
of the European countries.” 


HOOVER OUTLINES 
FOOD ADMINISTRATION. 


With the president, Mr. Hoover be- 
lieves it will rarely become necessary 
to apply large powers. 

Five cardinal principles of food ad- 
ministration outlined by Mr. Hoover 
in his statement are: 

“That the food problem is one of 
wise administration and not expressed 
by the words ‘dictator’ or ‘controller,’ 
but ‘food administrator.’ 

“That this administration can be 
largely carried out through the co- 
ordination and regulation of the exist- 
ing legitimate distributative agencies, 
supplemented by certain emergency 
bodies composed of representatives of 
distributors and con-

sumers, 

“The organization of the community 
for voluntary conservation of food- 
stuffs. 

“That all important positions, so far 
as they may be, shall be filled with 
volunteers. 

“That independent responsibility of 
the food administration shall be direct- 
ly under the president, with the co-op- 
eration of the great and admirable or- 
ganizations of the department of agri- 
culture, and department of commerce, 
the federal trade commission, and the 
railroad executives.” 

“T conceive,” says Mr. Hoover, “that 
the essence of all war administration 
falls into two phases: 

“First, centralized and single respon- 
sibility: second, delegation of. this re- 
sponsibility to decentralized adminis- 
trative organs.” 

Four Branches of Food Control. 


The four branches of food adminis- 
tration are described by Mr. Hoover 
as follows: 

“In the first branch we should set

“We hope to set up such an organi- 
zation over and above this vast army 
of supporters as will ve it efficiency 
and intelligence in action. ere is no 
service in this war on behalf of our 
own country and our allies in which 
the women of the country can so well 
enlist themselves as in this service, 
and the success of the food administra- 
tion will rest very largely wpon the 
support which we recelye from them. 


Co-operation With Allies. 


“The fourth branch of the admin- 
istration must be that of co-operation 
with our allies in many important 
questions involving exports from this 
country and our common import from 
other countries. Furthermore, we will 
probably need to undertake the control 
of the purchasing in this country on 
their behalf and on behalf of such 
neutral shipments as are permitted by 
the government in order to eliminate 
competition and forcing of our prices.”

“In the war of 1812 we were merely | 


an incident in England’s. great. strug- 
gie with the most serious enemy she 
ever encountered until the present one, 
and with the exception of New Orleans, 
our land battles in that war were near- 
ly all defeats. 

“The Mexican war was never a seri- 
ous matter. In the civil war it took 
us two years on both sides to get ready 
to fight. It was eight dnd a half 
months after the first Bull Run before 
another serious battle could be fought. 
And both sides were compelled to re- 
sort to conscription.” 


Training Camp Reference. 


General Wood made only a very brief 
reference to training camps, declaring 
that whatever action. was taken in that 
matter would be guided solely by the 
interest of the boys to be trained. Their 
welfare would be the first considera- 
tion, both as to the location of camps 
and the numbers trained in them, he 
said, and cities should be willi to 
yield their own ambitions to the best 

of the boys who were to do the 
ighting. 

The general did say, however, that 
the war department had determined to 
train a la proportion of the armies 
in the southeast than in any other sec- 
tion. This section combined the ad- 
vantages of climate with propinquity to 
the sea and would consequently stand 
ahead of the southwest and of the 
north as training sections. 

“The great need of-the army is offi- 
cers,” the general continued. “Most of 
the second lieutenants in some of the 
divisions of the regulars will be cap- 
tains before many months. The new 
army will require some 60,000 more of- 
ficers that will have to be trained. 

“Before the war is over. we will prob- 
ably have to send a couple of million 
men abro These men have got to 
meet veteran troops as good as there 
are in the world. hey must be trained 
and n modern warfare. We 
need to have special instructors from 
abroad and I hope we will be able to 
get them. ‘ 
. “We must standardize our arms. We 
must accept either the Enfield or La- 
velle type of rifle and abandon the 


Springfield. 

“We have not yet built or designed 
a single piece of heavy artillery and 
we will have to take the type our al- 
Hes are using. 

“Our flag is going into France. The 
flying cosps have come as near using 
American insignia as they. dared for 
two years past, having an American 
eagle on their machines. But now, at 
last, thank God, they can display 
American colors openly. The American 
ambulance corps:is going into Ameri- 
can uniform.

- State Board of Education Com- 
mittee Discusses Smith- 
Hughes Act. 


® 


The special committee of the state 
board of education which has under 
consideration legislative enactments 
necessary for Georgia to share in the 
benefits of the Smith-Hughes act met 
fin the offices of the state educational 
department Saturday and discussed in- 
formally the provisions of the federal 
act and suggestions to be presented at 
the next session of the legislature. 

The annual report of State Super- 
intendent of Schools M. L. Brittain ex- 
plains what the Smith-Hughes act pro- 
poses to do, if Georgia will put up dol- 
Jar for dollar... With this report will 


: *be submitted to the legislature a bill 


with the request that it be enacted into 
a law. 

The portion of Professor Brittain’s 
report dealing with the Smith-Hughes 


act is as follows: 

- ““"The federal government, under the 
visions of the Smith-Hughes bill, will have 
@vatiable for Georgia on January 1 next the 
gum of $41,500 on condition that this state 
app te an equal amount for agricul- 
tural, industrial and home economic edu- 
cation. This money is to be paid through 
the state treasurer and is for the instruc- 


pro- 


‘tion of pupils over the age of 14 and under 


e grade. 

‘ ‘state is required to formaily accept 
the privisions of the act and to designate 
@r create a board of not less than three 
members to act in co-operation with the 


federal board for vocational education. 
pegs the ridiculous educational restrictions 
of Georgia's archaic constitution render it 
at least doubtful if the state can appro- 
priate money to the schools from the regu- 
lar property tax, except for instruction in 
the elementary branches of an English 
education, I suggest that the legislature 
make the additional appropriation required 
to meet the Smith-Hughes fund or elise 
set aside from the rental geceipts of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad so much as 
may be necessary to secure this federal 
gift in accordance with the law. 

“Half of the Western and Atlantic rental 
anyway must be devoted to education with- 
out the limitation specified in the case of 
funds derived from the ad valorem taxes, 
and I recommend, therefore, that one of 
the tw suggestions be adopted and a state 
vocational board of education be designed 
to act in eo-operation with the federal au- 
thorities in order that Georgia may be in 
position to receive this aid in common with 
the other states. 

“This appropriation is for the education 
of young people from 14 to 18—for the most 
part those of high school grade—in agri- 
culture, industry and home economics and 
in ‘the preparation of teachers for these 
subjects and will prove to be a great force 
in advancing this practical training in fural 
as well as urban schools. “Nothing should 
be allowed to stand in the way of this 
gift and it should go as far as possible to 
reinforce the educational! facilities of the 
and girls intended.”’ 
connection with this Mr. Brittain 
will submit to the legislature the draft 
of a bill which is designed to cover the 
provisions of the federal act outlined. 

There will likely be some opposition 
to the creation of a new board, such 
as is said to have been suggested, or 
the appropriation of additional moneys 
from any of the present state sources, 
in addition to that already is use for 
this kind of work. 

Efforts may be made to comply with 
the Smith-Hughes act, through appro- 
priations now made for the district ag- 
ricultural schools.

NEWSPAPER MEN INVENT 
UNDERSEA PHOTOGREP 


Great Success, “The Subma- 
rine Eye,” Will Be Shown 
at Rialto This Week. 


To the long list of inventions and ac- 
complishments which have been attain- 
ed by former active newspaper men 
must now be added the remarkable 
achievement of submarine photography. 

For it was George and Ernest Wil- 
liamson, two young men who were for- 
merly journalists in Norfolk, Va., that 
made possible the photographing of 
“The Submarine Eye,” the deep sea ro- 
mance of sunken treasure, man-eating 
sharks and castaways, which will have 
its premier showing at the Rialto thea- 


ter this week. 

About four years ago Ernest William- 
son, then a cartoonist on The Virginian 
Pilot, hit upon the idea of making pho- 
tographs under water by utilizing the 
invention of his father, Captain Charles 
Williamson, who had but recently come 
into scientific limelight as the origina- 
tor of the “Williamson Deep Sea Tube,” 
a flexible, accordion-like, water-tight 
tube of steel, which would enable sal- 
vage divers and marine explorers to 
descend fathoms underneath the wa- 
ter’s surface as one might descend a 
ladder or mine shaft. 

Suiting action to the thought,. young 
Williamson unfolded his idea to his 
brother, George, and together they 
started to put their plans into effect. 
It wasn’t long before they had invented 
a submarine photographic chamber 
which could be attached to their father’s 
tube and through which they could pho- 
tograph the hitherto unpictured mys- 
teries of the deep. 

The first underwater photograph se- 
cured by the Williamsons was that of a 
fish swimming about Unconcerned jin 
the depths of the James river. 

They made a scenic ahd educational 
motion picture in the West Indies which 
they called the “Williamson Submarine 
Expedition Picture.” Among other 
thrilling and interesting incidents, this 
“movie” showed Ernest Wilftiamson in 
a life and death battle with a big 
thrasher shark, which he killed with a 
knife in front of the undersea camera. 

“The Submarine Eye” is the third big 
success roduced by the Williamson 
brothers 5 a the crystal clear waters of 
the West Indies. It has a notable cas} 
of screen favorites that includes Bar- 
bara Tennant, Chester Barnett, Lillian 
Cook, Eric Mayne and others.

The efficacy of baptism as a means of securing remission of sins and of 
attaining entrance to the Church of Jesus Christ, which is the kingdom of 
God, lies in the fact that this is the ordinance prescribed by Divine authority, 
whereby the Savior’s atoning sacrifice may be made operative and effective. 


Salvation is not to be 


had for the mere asking; 


it is nevertheless made 


accessible to all through faith and prescribed works. 
Simple as is the outward or physical procesa, there is profound symbolism 


in the baptismal rite. 


As seen, Christ compared it to a birth, an entrance 


into a new world or state of being. No such symbolism obtains in baptism 
éxcept by complete immersion in water and a coming forth therefrom. 
Water baptism has also been very impressively compared to burial and 


resurrection; and the comparison is meaningless except the baptism be by 
immersion followed by a rising from the watery grave. Paul evidently so 
knew, as his words attest: “Kmow ye mot, that so many of us as were baptized 
inte Jesus Christ were baptized inte hia death? Therefore we are buried with 
Him by baptiam inte death: that like as Christ was raised up from the dead 
uy the glery of the Father, even se we also should walk in newness of life.

Christ Himself was baptized “to fulfill all righteousness,” and His baptism 
at the hands of John was by immersion, as is evidenced by the fact that He 
“went up straightway out of the water.” 

Have you read the story of the contrite Ethiopian eunuch, treasurer to 
Queen Candace? After listening to Philip’s exposition of the Scriptures, as 
the two rode together, the Ethiopian desired baptism, and, Philip consenting, 
‘he commanded the chariot to stand still: amd they went dewn beth into the 
water, both Philip and the eunuch; and he baptized him. And when they were 
come up cut of the water, the Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch saw him no more: and he went on his way rejoicing.” (See Acts 8:26-39). 
Did Philip, who was directed in this ministry by the angel of the Lord, err in 
administering baptism by immersion? 

Theologians are generally agreed that for centuries after the time of 
Christ immersion was the only mode of authorized baptism; and philologists 


testify that the very word “baptize” is derived from the Greek verb meaning. 


to immerse or bury. The Holy Scriptures prescribe baptism by immersion as 
essential to salvation, and none other form is validated by the Wérd of God. 

To the Nephites on the Western Continent the resurrected Lord appeared 
soon after His ascension from the Mount. of Olives. He gave the people 
explicit instructions as to the way in which the essential ordinance of baptism 
was to be administered: 

“Verily I say unto you, that whoso repenteth of his sins through 

our words, and desireth to be baptized in my name, on this wise shall ye 
tise them: behold, ye shall go down and stand im the water, and in my, 
mame shall ye baptize them. And now behold, these are the words which ye

Will Address Patriotic Rally 
of Rotarians in Atlanta 
on June 20.

General Leonard Wood, army depart- 
ment commander, who spent Saturday 
in Atlanta, has consented to attend 
the®great patriotic meeting which will 
be held incident to the International 
Rotary convention here in June. In- 
vitation to be present at this demon- 
stration: was extended General Wood 
by a special committee of the Atlanta 
Rotary club, headed by Convention 
Chairman A. 8S. Adams. 

The subject for discussion at this 
celebration, which will take lace 
Wednesday afternoon, June 20, will be, 
“How Rotary Clubs Can Be of Greatest 
Service to the Allies.” It will be a 
regular session of the convention, and 
will take the place of the extensive 
carnival that had been planned for that 
day at Lakewood. This latter celebra- 
tion was called off on account of the 
war. 

A special effort is being made by the 
executive committee of the Interna- 


‘tional Rotary convention to secure the 


presence of former President Theodore 
Roosevelt for this meeting, and there 
is a possibility that he will be present. 
In’ any event, General Leonard Wood 
and eeveral other distinguished men 
from various sections of the United 
aga will participate in the celebra- 
on. 

Since war has been declared the gen-! 
eral topic of the convention will be, 
how Rotary can best render service 
that is needed in connection with it. 

Three Thousand Coming. 

Coming in the imidst of active prepa- 
rations for war on every hand, the 
eighth annual convention of the Inter- 
national: Association of Rotary Clubs, 
which meets in Atlanta June 17 to 21, 
will bring together 3,000 of the most 
important business men of this and 
several other countries for a serious 
consideration of the question as to how 
best the business men of the allies and 
of Rotary in particular can meet the 
crisis which now faces the world. 

The emphasis of all the deliberations 
will be on the idea of service to the 
nation in time of war; and every meét- 
ing, whether for business or social pur- 
poses, will bear a patriotic imprint 
upon its every activiy. 

No better illustration of this idea 
can be given than the fact that Charles 
M. Schwab, the great president of the 
Bethlehem Steel worke, is to deliver 
the principal address of the convention. 
This man, probably more than any 
other American business man, is in 
close touch with the government and 
its needs, having been in consultation 
with the chiefs of the nation from the 
earliest days of the war. His subject 
will be, “How Business Can ‘Serve 
Best;:” and his auditors will be drawn 
from ¢he leaders of 200 vocations in 
the United States, Canada, Great Brit- | 
tain and Cuba. 

This is the first time, since the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
war, that the business men of the coun- 
try, in a definite and widespread or- 
ganization, have met the business men 
of two of our allies in an earnest con- 
sultation as to the conduct of business 
and the lines of service to be followed 
in the commercial world for the aid of 
the countries at war. 


Editor McDonald te Speak. 


The international note is struck 
again in the selection of Dr._A. J. Mc- 
Donald, the note deditor of The To- 
ronto Globe, for another of the prin- 
cipal addresses. Dr. McDonald, prob- 
ably more than any other man in the 
Dominion, has his hand on the pulse 
of his country; for he has been at the 
forefront of everx' movement for the 
upbuilding of Canada in the past 25 
years.

displayed by the .thousands of Atlan- 
tans Saturday afternoon will have had 
its effect on the men, and I predict a 
brisk week to follow. 


Recruiting Good. 


Captain Heidt, of the army, stated 
that recruiting had been decidedly good 
in his department, and that the num- 
ber of men rejected had been small. “I 
believe,” said Captain Heidt, “that the 
Georgia boys are at last waking up to 
the fact that it is the greatest mistake 
of their lives if they wait a few more 
weeks before enlisting. I know the 
temptation is to wait, and some of them 
seem to think that they will escape the 
law by some way or other, but I canj 
assure them that their time is coming, 
and the fellow who waits much longer 
before stepping into the ranks can 
know full well that when he is forced 
into the service he wil) remain a buck 
private throughout the war. It seems 
to me that it is just for the men who 
volunteer to receive the commissions, | 
and the young men of Georgia can take 
my word for it, this will be true!” 

The army recéived orders Saturday 
not to accept applicants under 18 years 
of age. Up to this time many boys have 
been joining the ranks, but now these 
boys will be required to wait until they 
reach the standard age. 

Captain Heidt has also received or- 
ders to accept aliens, except of the 
enemy country, into the service, al- 
though they express no intention to be- 
come citizens of the United States. The 
only requirement ig that the applicant 
be able to speak the English language. 
The order also instructed the local 
office to subsist and lodge by contract 
all applicants who appeared qualified 
until they could be examined and for- 
warded to the government depot. 

Will Enlist Aliens. 


Captain Heidt stated that he thought 
the order to enlist aliens would aid en- 
listing quite a bit.

Birmingham, Ala., May 19.—(Special.)

Kudzu as a Forage Plant. 


The Kudzu is a native of Japan. It 
is a running vine whose growth ex- 
ceeds even that of the velvet bean. It 

been used in the United States 


mostly as an ornamental vine and for 
shade purposes, being used to cover 
old fences and stumps, or trained on 
lattice work of porches or on trellises 
for shade. It is rather hardy and can 
be grown in the north, though it makes 
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as seventy while in the 
north but one-half as much would 
made. Seeds of the vine 
tained from seedsmen, but 
mature its seed here, being 
by pane gd and cuttings. The 
ll root at every node 
or covered with earth, 
after which the you plants can be 
severed from the parent vine. Cuttings 
are more difficult to root, but if made 
of mature wood and put into a 
of sand, a large percentage of. 
cuttings may be successfully rooted.. 
It is questionable if any good tillable 
land should devoted to this crop— 
at least not until it has been more:

Last year he pastured off the vines 
at the end of the season as it was not 
ynder fence; this year he is keeping 
stock of all kinds on it continuously 
and says they keep the new shoots 
eaten off closely and in preference 
to anything they can get, even to al- 
falfa. He suggests that a better way 
in which to manage might be to keep 
the stock off for a day or so, allowing 
the kudzu stems to grow out three or 
four feet, then pasture for a few days, 
until the stock have eaten this off, 
then protect for another few days and 
80 on. Towards the end of the season | 
he intends to keep the stock off and 
allow what growth there is then made 
to harden and the vine to get in shape 
for cold winter weather. . Patter- 
son is very well pleased with the 
kudzu. 

One objection that has been raised 
to the plant is the uncertainty of be- 
ing able to keep it within boufids or 
to eradicate it. Mr. Patterson as- 
sures me that a sufficient number of 
live stock will control it and might pos- 
sibly destroy it if too closely confin- 
ed.

MAKING CHEERSE ON THE FARM./;> 


Mrs. R. A. 8S., Niagara, N. C., asks for 
information in regard to rennet and 
methods of making cheese on the farm. 
Rennet is a powdered or liquid prepara~- 
tion conte lee rennet ferment (pep- | 
tic and lactic ferments) which acts on 
the caseous matter of milk causing it 
to coagulate. These ferments are 
found in the human stomach and in 
the stomachs of many animals, but are 
especially abundant in the stomachs of 
siya mammals which are still suck- 
ing. They are the secretions-of the 
glands found in the lining of the stom- 
ach., The action of rennet on milk de- 
— on the temperature and acidity of 
he milk and the proportionate amount 
and strength of the rennet used; it 
is usually better to get the pre d 
material than to attempt to make it. 
Chr. en, of Little Falls, N. 
Y., and doubtless such drug manufac- 
turers as Parke, Davis & Co., of De- 
troi can supply rennet; most dairy 
supply houses and frequently drug 
stores in dairy sections carry this ma- 
terial in stock. It can be made by tak- 
ing a number of calves’ stomachs, 
splitting them open, placing in a good 
barrel, covering with water to which 
salt has been added, three pounds of 
salt to one hundred of water.

CHINESE PARLIAMENT 
FIGHTING CABINET 


Premier and War Minister 
Must Resign--Trouble Caused 
by German Question. 


Pekin, May 19.—The house of repre- 
sentatives, by a vote of 229 to 180, de- 
cided today not to consider any war 
measure until the premier and winister 
of war, Tuan Chi-Jui, resigned and the 
Vir- 
tually all the cabinet resigned recent- 
ly, but the premier refused to accept 
their resignations. 

The PeKin newspapers are denounc- 
ing Tuan Chi-Jui on the charge of 
carrying. out secret negotiations with 
the Japanese for a loan of 100,000,000 
yen, o whieh 20,000,000 ie-to be used 
for the reorganization of the Chinese 
arsenals, with J age co-operation, 
the remainder of the money to be de- 
voted to the army. 

Eugene Chen, editor of The Pekin 
Gazette, has been arrested, charged 
with publishing rumors, because he 
printed this story under the heading, 
“Selling China.” 

There is a deadlock on the war ques- 
tion in both the house and senate, 
many of the members of which are for 
war, but are unwilling to have China 
enter the war under the present cabi- 
net. The demand for Tuan Chi-Jul’s 
resignation has been growing rapidly 
since the mob demonstration on the 
night of May 10. 


SITE NOT YET SELECTED.

AFTER BEING SHELLED. 

Paris, May 19.—The Spanish steam- 
er Patricio, reported torpedoed by a 
submarine, was not sunk, according 
to a Havas dispatch from Valencia 
today. The steamer was abandoned 
after having been shelled by a subma- 
rine, the dispatch states, and was pick- 
ed up 20 miles off Cape San Antonio 
and brought to port under her own 
steam. he steamer was ly dam-

Washington, May 19.—The Southern 
Pacific railway was authorized today 
by the interstate commerce commission 
to continue in possession and operation 
of its fleet of merchant steamers plyin 
between New York, New Orleans an 
Galveston. 

The railroad applied to the commis- 
sion for such authority more than two 
years ago. Under the Panama canal 
act the railroad would have had to dis- 
pose of its Vessels unless it could show 
that their possession and operation 
neither excluded, prevented nor reduced 
competition by water routes or was 
in restraint of trade or against the pub- 
lic interest.

A truly “model” flat, so pretty and 


is not intended for Mr. and Mrs. New- 
lywed, in which to begin their paradise, 
the home of the School of Household 
Arts, is ready for occupancy, and will 
be opened Monday for registration of 
day and night classes. Later in the 
week visitors -will ibe invited to inspect 
the new institution,: which occupies the 
second floor of the building at the cor- 
ner of Forsyth and James streets. The 
third floor, which will be used for 
classrooms, the sewing school and a 
library, is still in course of being re- 
modeled. 

It is scarcely necessary to tell At- 
lanta people that the School of House- 
hold Arts is an enterprise of the Junior 
league, Atlanta’s branch of an organi- 
zation which is represented in many of 
the larger cities of the country, and is 
composed of the successive debutante 
sets in these cities banded together for 
philanthropic, educational and self-de- 
veloping purposes. 

Nor is it necessary to remind Atlan- 
tans of the almost spectacular success 
of the league in its brief career, begin- 
ning with its Butterfly ball last au- 
tumn, soon after the league came into 
| existence, the ball netting enough mon- 
ey to put the domestic training school 
scheme within the range of possibility, 
and to aid in the meantime other good 
works. 

But not everybody knows the splen- 
did progress the league has quietly 
made in the planning and completing 
of the school, in which every piece of 
equipment is in its allotted place, the 
domestic science expert who is to have 
supervision of the institution, has ar- 
rived and is ready for business Monday 
morning, and many of the classes for 
day and night are already made up. 


A Complete Home. 


If you are a prospective student, you 
will go at once to the little office 
Monday morning. Through a giass 
door you will see the registration desk 
with its perfect equipment including 
its desk telephone, and a very-much- 
in-earnest young woman ready to as- 
sign you to whatever class follows the 
line in which you would specialize. 

And then you fill your eyes with the 
charm of the whole apartment.

Davis Points Out A dvantages of 


Farm Loan Associations to Farmers 


R. W. Davis, the wholesale grocer, 
speaking Friday, called attention to 
the advantages resulting from the or- 
| ganization of farm loan associations by 
| armers who want to borrow money on 
their farms, or who may wish to y 
off mortgages already existing. “This 
is a most opportune time to take up 
this question,” said Mr. Davis, ‘because 
of the call that is being made on the 
farmers to grow larger quantities of 
food products, and the necessity for 
additional] equipment and live stock 
on many farms in order to produce the 
increased amount of food crops. 

“Many farmers,” continued Mr. Da- 
vis, “are paying 7 or -8 per cent on 
mortgages which usually fall due in 
five years from their date, and most of 
these farmers have no hope of being 
able to pay off the mortgage when it 
becomes due, because they cannct raise 
enough money at one time. Conse- 
quently, when it falls due, they simply 
have to renew it, and usually they pay 
a benus or commission for having it 
done. Thus, a farmer who pays 8 per 
cent interest on his mortgage and a 
bonus of 5 per cent each time it is re- 
newed, is really paying per cent on 
the money borrowed. Now, under the 
federal farm loan act, ten farmers who 
wish to borrow money on their prop- 
erties, or who :want to pay off mort- 

ges on which the interest is too 
eavy, can form a farm loan association 
and borrow from the Federal Land 
bank in their district, at not more than 
6 per cent interest. These loans can 
run for a long time, and may be re- 
paid almost at the pleasure of the bor- 
rower, provided payment is e 
within forty years. The loan can be 
paid off in small annual or semi-annual 
installments. 

‘Under this plan, the mortgage is 

radually paid off, and there is no 
onus to pay every five years. In fact, 
the saving in interest and commission 
charges will often pay off the mort- 
gage. For instance, the farmer who 
borrows $1,000 through a Farmers’ 
Loan association and pays it back at 
the rate of $50 a year ger ge 3 at 
the end of the second year, will have 
it all paid back at the end of twenty- 
one years, and his total payments, in- 
cluding principal and interest, will be 
about $1,700. Om the other hand, if he 
borrows the same amount in the ordi- 


pays 7 per cent interest, with a com- 
mission of 5 per cent for each five-year 
renewal, he will have paid out at the 
expiration of twenty-one years $1,720, 
and will still owe the original $1,000. 

“As these farm loans may be used to 
pay off an existing mortgage, there 
seems to be no good reason why any 
farmer should continue to borrow 
money under the old system, provided 
he can get nine others to join him in 
forming an association, or if there is 
already an association in his locality. 
I understand some people try to dis- 
courage the farmers from forming the 
loan associations, but I think such peo- 
ple are considering their own inter- 
ests and not the farmers’ when they 
do this. If I were a farmer, owning 
my farm,and wanted to borrow money 
or had already borrowed on it. 
would certainly try to get into one of 
these farm loan associations, and I 
would use part of the money to pay 
cash for my swpplies, instead of buy- 
ing on fall account, as mogst farmers 
do. By paying cash the farmer can 
save 15 to 25 per cent on the cost of 
his purchases. 

“Full details as to the manner of 
forming these associations and taking 
advantage of their benefits can no 
doubt be obtained from the Federal

STOP TAXING EDUCATION. 


Georgia bankers, at their convention early 
this month, passed a resolution favoring the 
exemption of all college endowments in this 
state from taxation. To the same end the 
Georgia Teachers’ association, during its 
recent convention in Macon, passed a sim- 
ilar resolution; and members of the Medical 
Association of Georgia have made direct 
appeal to the members of the state general 
assembly to submit to the people a college- 
endowment exemption amendment to the 
state constitution. 

As time goes on the movement becomes 
more and more general, and it gathers im- 
petus and force as it goes. Surely Georgia 
will fall into step with thirty-five other 
states of the union and refuse longer to tax 
the property of schools and colleges. An 
attempt at this end was made by the last 
legislature, but it failed by a very close vote. 
Judging from’ the pressure that is being 
brought to bear upon the members of the 
new legislature such a bill will be intro- 
duced early in the forthcoming session, and 
it will be to the credit of the state if it 
meets with better success. Once submitted 
to the people, we believe the proposed 
amendment would be approved‘ by a large 
majority. At any rate, the people should 
not be denied the privilege of passing on the 
question. 

The medical fraternity is arguing for the 
exemption from the well-taken basis of 
patriotism, taking the position that loyalty 
in the crisis of war demands that no un- 
necessary barrier be suffered to remain 
against graduations of as many trained med- 
ical men as \possible and they hold that in 
the face of the government’s appeal for an 
increase in the number of medical and other 
professional graduates, Georgia can mo lIon- 
ger afford to hamper its schools and co!- 
leges and keep down the standard that funds 
now taken by the state would help to estab- 
lish and maintain if left in the treasuries of 
such institutions. 

The theory of actions intowment exemp- 
tion has been attacked partially on the false 


| allegation that it is sectarian. As a matter 


of fact, there is no trace of sectarianism in- 
volved in it. The Berry school at Rome, for 
instance, is by no means a sectarian institu- 
tion; neither is the Masonic Home Industrial 
school at Macon, yet under the law and the 
constitution as they stand both of these 
splendid educational plants are compelled to 
pay to the state taxes upon their endow- 
ments and other property. 

When a state feels the necessity, in order 
to make ends meet, to levy a toll upon the 


‘media for producing enligntenment and 


character in its rising young men and young 
women it must be in a hard way financially. 

Georgia has no cause to feel such neces- 
sity. There are too many other sources of 
revenue in this state. Let us hope that the 
legislators will give this important matter 
early and profound consideration and study, 
to the end that when the session opens next 
June this archaic policy will quickly be 
started upon its way into the discard— 
where it belongs! 


SAVING WITHOUT CANS. 


The letter of Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston to C. W. McClure, chairman of the 
Farmers’ Education and Co-operative Union 
of Georgia, printed in Thursday's issue of 
The Constitution, affords a more hopeful 
outlook upon the tin-can situation in the 
south, but by no means is it conclusive that 


‘anything approximating the number of cans. 


sufficient to meet the probable demand will 
be available. 

While hoping that there may be, how- 
ever, the workers of the land should go right 
ahead planting foodstuffs just as though all 
element of doubt had been removed; and 
they should plant and prepare with an eye 
to saving what they produce, cans er no 
cans. 

Remember, it was not many. years ago 
when the commodities we got in tins were 
limited chiefly to sardines, oysters, salmon

-~ Then, there are still other ways than 
canning or drying to conserve some of the 
finest of food vegetable products —and 
practical ways. For instance, not a pound 
of cabbage should be wasted on account of 
there being no cans in which to preserve 
it. Make it into sauer-kraut and fill kegs 
and barrels with it. Don’t let us go without 
string beans next winter because we cannot 
have them in cans. Salt them down in 
earthen crocks; they make their own brine, 
keep perfectly, and during the winter a 
diner might easily forget thé season and 
swear they had come fresh from the vine. 
Use the tomatoes in the form of green 
pickles. Any amount of cabbage, cauliflower, 
tomatoes, green peppers, and an infinite va- 


| riety of other vegetables can be saved in 


the form of chow-chow, piccalilli, etc., pack- 
ed in bottles or kegs, jars and old jugs—and 
there’s always a market for them. Peaches, 
pears, apples, crabapples—almost any va- 
riety of orchard fruits can be preserved in a 
variety of ways in jars and barrels. 

As a matter of fact, tin cans are by no 
means necessities in food preservation, Man- 
kind existed a great many centuries before 
tin cans were invented; and they could be. 
dispensed with today without any necessary 
loss of foodstuffs or food values. 

Of course, canning in tins is a neat, con- 
venient, altogether desirable and ilabor- 


saving method of preserving almost every- 


thing, from honey to pork-and-beans; but 
if we cannot get cans, let us not lose hope 
and resign ourselves to starvation, because 
there’s no reason for it. It will not hurt us 
to revert back a bit toward first principles, 
and emulate our forebears. 

Nor is there any plausible reason why a 
threatened shortage of cans should to any 
extent dampen the ardor of anyone with a 
farm or garden, or deter him in his efforts 
to make his land produce every pound of 
foodstuffs that it is capable of producing. 

“Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof” is a pretty safe maxim for every 
food producer to follow. If he can get cans, 
well and good. If he cannot, get along with- 
out them—just as our grandmothers did! 

Let us be “self-reliant!” 


MUZZLE THE DOGS. 


From the office of the state board of 
health this statement was thrown out to 
the world a few days ago: 


“There is more hydrophobia today in 
Georgia than in any other state in the 
union—more, in fact, than in any other 
spot on the globe of similar size! 


At the offices of the board of health 
fifty patients are today receiving treatment 
for hydrophobia, and in other parts of the 
state 140 more are being treated under the 
board’s direction. Thus far during 1917 a 
total of 860 patients threatened with the dis- 
ease have received precautionary treatment 
under the department's direction; and 
within the last months three hydrophobia 
patients have died. 

Medical science knows no cure for hydro- 
phobia once the disease develops; but its 
development can be prevented if treatment 
is resorted to imntediately following the 
implanting of the deadly germ in the human 
system. 

Fatalities, therefore, almost invariably 
are attributable to lack of knowledge of in- 
fection or of appreciation of the danger. 

As instances: A dog some time ago bit 
a little boy in this state. The dog was put 
to death, no thought being given to the pos- 
sibility of its being rabid. Five months later 
the boy died from a sudden attack of hydro- 
phobia! 

An old man was bitten by a dog in the 
dark. He mistook his assailant for a pet 
dog, which was proven free from rabies. Sub- 
sequently he died in the throes of hydropho- 
bia; and it was then proven that the dog 
which had bitten him was a rabid stray! 

A woman with her child in her arms was 
attacked and bitten by the family dog, which 


| had suddenly developed hydrophobia. The 


child was untouched, save that saliva from 
the dog’s mouth had besmirched its hand. 
The mother was given treatment and noth- 
ing came of her wound. Subsequently, how- 
ever, her babe developed hydrophobia and 
died a horrible death, the fatal microbe hav- 
ing been transmitted to the child’s system 


from the mad dog’s mouth through a trifling | 


skin abrasion on the hand! 

Thus runs the terrible hydrophobia 
chronology, duplicated each year. 

Rover, the house pet and the children’s 
companion and staunchest protector, in ten 
minutes might become transposed into de- 
moniacal monster of death through an at- 
tack of this fearful disease. \ 

No dog is immune from it, and no citi- 
zen's life is safe where it is prevalent. : 

’ There is only one way to meet the evil, 
according to the state health board’s expert, 
who says: 

“The only way to wipe out this danger is 
by muzzling all dogs. 
and in Australia hydrophobia has been 


stamped out completely by this simple 


means.” . 

Then, let us muzzle the dogs! Human 
life is too precious for Atlanta and Georgia 
to longer endure this hazard, so simply 
avoided. 

And,-from a more commercial, but none 
the less patriotic. viewpoint, the consequent 
advertising existing conditions gives us is 
mighty bed.

Engineer’s Idea of What 
Is Radically Wrong In 
State Highway Work 


HOW TO CONSERVE 
IN THE HOME AND 
ON THE FARM 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial of 
Thursday, May 17, is both timely and perti- 
nent, referring to “Something (Wrong in 
the Matter of the State Highway Commis- 
sion’s Work.” You state: “We do not know 
the reason. If we did, we would disclose it.” 

Something is radically wrong, and if I 
cannot entirely illuminate the subject I can, 
at least, throw some side-lights on it. 

You are familiar with what happened 
when, at the last legislature, the prison 
commission ran afoul of the county com- 
missioner’s bill with reinforcements from the 
secretary of state's office. Out of the wreck 
emerged an emasculated measure which The 
Constitution and practically the entire press 
af the state believed would create confusion 
and contribute to the defeat of the very 
purpose of which the highway department 
was authorised by law. 

‘vents have proven The Constitution to 
have been absolutely right in maintaining 
“thet a highway commission created simply 
as the tail of another kite could not satis- 
factorily perform the functions expected 
of it.” 

Last week, when in Washington, the 
writer paid his respects to Hon. Walter Lo- 
gan Paige, director of the national depart- 
ment of roads and rural engineering, and 
had an opportunity to discuss with him some 
of the shortcomings and lost motion of the 
Georgia state highway commission law. 

The department maintains that there is 
no central authority with whom dealings 
may be had, and that the 57 different vari- 
eties of county officials were most trying 
and unsatisfactory from a business stand- 
point. 


The director did not hesitate to say that’ 


separate contracts made with the different 
counties had been, on numerous occasions, 
nullified or broken. Even Fulton county, he 
said, had not lived up to its contract and 
he cited an instance where the government's 
representatives were building an experi- 
mental piece of road with the county con- 
victs according to agreement; when, with- 
out notice of any sort, these men were taken 
away for emergency work at the Southeast- 
ern fair grounds, whereupon the director 
wired the engineer then detailed to Fulton 
county to come back to Washington. 

It was further learned that the state high- 
way commission plans for sections of road 
for which government funds were soyght 
had been sent on to the department in a 
“half-baked” form and were not At all of 
the character which justified an intelligent 
consideration of the state’s need in the mat- 
ter of these roads. 

The director criticised the lack of a man 
of executive ability, technical knowledge and 
practical experience, who woujd exercise a 
centralized contypil over the matter of sgur- 
veys on construction work for the numer- 
ous counties through which the line’ of 
road proposed was to run. 

When asked if he would be willing to 
offer suggestions as to how existing diffi- 
culties might be straightened out,. the di- 
rector stated that he had submitted the 
draft of a bill which would create a cen- 
tralised control with an executive head in 
the person of a state highway engineer, but 
thet his suggestions had been ignored and 
that he was disinclined to renew them and 
that, as a matter of fact, until there was a 
change.in conditions he felt that nothing 
of a practical nature could be done and in- 
timated that in July he would withdraw 
from this state such men as were now de- 
tailed in connection with the work. 

Next, seeking Professor R. D. Kneale, of 
the Georgia School of Technology, ang a 
member of the Georgia highway commission, 


it was learned that there was a practical 
deadlock between the three technical mem- 
bers of the board and three members of the 
prison commission, in certain matters of pol- 
icy, and that Professors Strahan and Kneale 
differed between themselves in the matter 
of the needs of the various highways under 
cousideration.

1. Induce each family to reduce meat con- 
sumption by one ounce per day which would 
mean a saving of more than 30,000 head of 
cattle and 36,000 heag@ of hoge in the state 
of Georgia each year. 

2. There are some 26,000,000 chickens and 
hens in the state. By letting the pullets live, 
the egg supply of the state would be trebled 
in one year. By not eating the cockerels as 
“fried chicken” but saving them. until prac- 
tically grown, 50,000,000 pounds can be add- 
ed to the meat supply of the state. By pro- 
viding green feed for hens and feeding them 
better the egg supply can be greatly in- 
creased. Surplus of eggs should be preserved 
in water glass. County agent can supply 
necessary information. 

3. Introduce the “home drier” as well as 
Blue prints can be had 
free of cost for making the former through 
county agent. Can only such fruite and 
vegetables as cannot be dried, thus saving 
cans as they are very scarce and high in 
price, Save and use all glass containers. 
This is very important. 

4. Learo how to use substitutes for flour, 
such as peanut meal, sey bean meal, corn 
meal, oat meal and sweet potatoes. These 
substances can easily be made to take the 
place of one-fourth of the flour used in the 
state and increase the needed whegt supplies 
for our army and our allies. The home dem- 
onstration agent can tell you how. Potato 
biscuits are delicious when properly made. 
The College of Agriculture has a bulletin. 
giving full information along the line indi- 
cated. 

5. By getting all the peanuts that are 
grown crusheg three _ distinet ends will be 
xained: 

(a) Peanut meal will be made avail- 
able as substitute for flour. 

Each ton of peanuts crushed will 
yield from 75 to 80 gallons of oil. 
There is no better source of fat for 
human consumption. 

Feeding hogs on peanut meal from 
which practically ail the oil h 
been removed makes meat and fat 
firmer, hence, such hogs are worth 
more to the packer and a: better 
_ price will be paid for them. Corn 

and velvet beans should be used with 
the meal in proper amounts in order 
to produce the highest quality of 
meat. This is very important. The 
county agent can tell you how to 
‘mix these concentrates. 

6. By using carbon bisulphide to kill the 
grain weevils, thousands of bushels of ce- 
reals such as corn, wheat, beans, peas and 
other legumes can be conserved for human 
and animal food each year. 

7. Induce the ice plant to put in cold 
storage rooms in which to cure and save the 
local meat supply. ‘Encourage individual 
farmers to build a coia storage plant in which ' 
to save and keep his meat. Thousands of 
dollars’ worth of Aor spoil every year.

rane OF INTERVIEW : 
WITH POMEROY BURTON 


This article is contributea by Alfred |) 
Cc. Newell at the request of the editor | 
of The Constitution. Mr. Newell has just 
returned from a trip to New York, Bos- | 
ton and Washington. Asa former newspa- 
per man with years of experience on The 
Constitution, The Brooklyn Eagle and The ; 
New York World, his insight into the war 
situation is illuminating. Mr. Newell is 
now in business as general agent for Geor- 
gia of the Columbian National Life In- 
surance company. 


\ By Altred C. Newell. 

I am not a pessimist, but the absolute 
knowledge of facts as to national conditions 
has given me a case of depréssion difficult 
to shake. After talking with many men of 
prominence, after getting the gist of opinion 
from officers in the Joffre and Balfour dele- 
gations, and, what was more impressive than 
any other one feature of my recent trip— 
after an hour spent with the man who is. 
perhaps the most thoroughly informed as to 
both European and American conditions, , 
Pomeroy Burton, now manager of Lord | 
Northcliff’s chain of papers, which includes | 
The London Times and The London Daily ' 
Mail—I have reached the conclusion: 

First—That the United States is in for a | 
long, long war, certainly four or five years, | 
perhaps longer. 

Seeond—That, unless the United States | 
comes to the immediate assistance of the | 
entente allies with tremendous forces of men | 
and material, it may be too late. 

I had breakfast with Pomeroy Burton last | 
Monday at the Plaza. He is doing wonderful | 
work in this country, just as he did in Eng- 
land at the outbreak of the war. It was his | 
American punch in English journalism that | 
broke the shackles of censorship. The Eng- | 
lish people were not told the truth. Burton | 
is in America to tell us the truth. He believes, 
of course, that Germany will Be beaten, but 
he frankly admits that this will be brought 
about only by the co-operation of the United 
States operating on a tremendous plan, and 
only by operating now. Burton’s only boy is) 
at the front serving with the tanks. He was 
wounded some time ago in the leg and fur-. 
loughed for a year. Within two months he 
was again on the firing line. 

“You see, I do not have to use my leg in: 
the tanks, father,” he said, just before Pomé- 
roy Burton left for this country, “and, be- 
sides, I am less Hable to become a casualty 
in the tank.” 


Situation Is Desperate. 

“The European situation is desperate,” 
said Burton to me as he spoke of his boy. “I 
expect to be wearing an English uniform in 
less than a@ year. England is going to raise 
her age limit to fifty.” ; 

“What about the suggestion,” I asked, 
“that England and France are putting it up 
to the United States too hard: that they are 
creating a gloom picture in order to get us 
out and relieve the strain?’ 

“Never a greater error in e world,” he 
answered, promptly. “Look at the situation 
as it is: France has reached her maximum, 
and is declining. England has almost reach- 
ed her maximum—she has only about a mil-" 
lion men now in reserve. Italy does not seem 
to be a factor, and if Russia disentegrates 
and becomes the granary for the central 
powers Germany will have material and men 
to last for years. It is a great mistake to 
think ¢hat the Germans are on the verge of 
collapsing, and all that is needed is slight 
additional effort. The tendency of the public 
of each of the countries which has entered 
this war has been to make the mistake of 
adding up the number of square miles, the 
poptiations and the tons of food and other 
supplies of the two sides. 

“Germany has a tremendous source ef 
manpower in the Turks, who make wonderful 
fighters when commanded by German offi-. 
cers, as instanced at Gallipoli. 

“In Great Britain it is generally accepted 
that Germany started this spring with at 
least seven hundred thousand more men in 
her armies than she had a year ago. 

“Europe today faces the most deaperate | 
situation in all history. Fighting on a proédi- 
gious scale is proceeding each day. Yet that | 
fighting with its enormous casualty risk and | 
unheard-of expenditures of effort and explo- | 
sives is not likely to bring a decision goon. 

“It_is the considered judgment of those | 
who have studied the situation most carefully 
that the central powers and the entente coun- | 
tries can finance the war for years to ¢comé. _ 

“Now,” asked Burton, “does that provide a 
basis upon which to rest the almost unlvérsal 
feeling which seems to exist throughout the 
United States that this titanic struggie is 
nearing an end; that the whole heart, sou}, 
spirit and full co-operation of the people will 
not be required, and therefore that this coun- 
try’s participation is more a matter of form | 
than of substance? 

“Does it not,” he continued, “rather point 
to the necessity for making the people of 
the United States realize that they must 
awaken, that they must quickly moDilige their 
entire forces and that they must be ready in 
the very near future to take their place in 
every active phase of this great war for hu- 
man liberty? 

The Fortunes of War. 

“Talk about the fortunes of war—theser 
fortunes now embrace such uncertain prob- | 
lems as the immediate future of Russia, the | 
internal situation in Spain, the food and coal | 
shortage in Italy, the black threat of famine | 
and business collapse in Scandanavia, the | 
growing inroads of the submarine campaign | 
on shipping, and, most important of all, the 
great unknown factor which for three years 
has been taken for granted by the whole 
world as being impregnable—Great Britain's 
heavy battle fleet. 

“Tt is this battle fleet now which stands | 
as the bulwark of safety for the United | 
States, but we must not say it cannot be de- | 
feated. It is a posefdility of bad news of | 
untoward developments that must be al 
vided against if wise counsels are to pre- 
vail. 

“No, this country must get out of ite ming 
the highly dangerous theory that this war 
is in its closing stage. This short-war fallacy 
has already cost thousands and thousands of 
lives.” . 

This and a great deal more was what | 
Pomeroy Burton had to say to me abeut the | 
present situation. We had worked together | 
on The Brooklyn Eagle, and both of us had | 
made the move across the river to Puliteer’s | 
gilded dome now fifteen years ago, so rt) 
asked him: 

“Roy, I don't want to be personal—I under | 
stand that you are the second largest stock. : 
holder in The London Mail—have you made 
a big fortuné?” 

He answered slowly: 

“JT don't know whether this minute I am. 
worth two million dollars or fourteen cents, 
and I don’t care. All I am thinking about 
now is trying to help in whatever way I can. 
to win this war.” |

WILL BE REQUIRED; 


Registration Questions Are 

Simple, and Uncle Sam 
Will Permit No Evasions. 
Nash Sends Out Instruc- 
tions. 


Information obtained at the office 
of Adjutant General J. Van Holt Nash, 
who will supervise the selective draft 
registration in Georgia, indicates that 
the questions to be asked will be of 
the simplest nature, but that the gov- 
ernment is going to insist on accuracy 
to the same degree that it will insist 


that every man within the prescribed | 


age limits shall register. 

These questions and instructions have 
already been placed in the hands of 
the several county sheriffs and in the 
hands of mayors of Georgia cities of 
more than 30,000 population. The in- 
structions indicate further that, while 
the government is anxious not to hold 


. anybody liable for draft who should for 


just reasons be exempted, it does not 
propose to allow eligible men to “hide 
behind petticoats and children.” 

Those Who Are Exempt. 

“Tf it is true that there is another 
mouth than your own which you alone 
have a duty to feed,” say the instruc- 
tions, “do not let your military ardor 
interfere with the wish of the nation 
to reduce war's misery to a minimum. 
On the other hand, unless the person 
you have in mind is solely dependent 
upon you, do not hide behind petti- 
coats or children.” 

Exemption, however, is not to be 
judged solely by dependent relatives, 
but the nature of one’s work, his physi- 
cal fitness, his religious creed and 
other elements will enter into the case. 

When a man has registered he will 
be supplied with a card certifying that 
he has registered. 

The date of registration has been set 
for June 6. 

Adjutant General Nash Friday receiv- 
ed a telegram from Washington, stat- 
ing that it has been found advisable 
to change the provisions whereby a 
person who is sick or who expects to 
be absent from his home on registra- 
tion day, may make arrangements for 
his registration. The first provision 
was that such a person, on the sixth 
day after the president's proclamation 
for registration, report to the city clerk 
where his city is of more than 30,000 
population, or to the county clerk for 
instructions as to how they may regis- 
ter. 


The telegram from Washington pro-;: 


vides that such person need not wait 

until the sixth day after the president’s 

proclamation, but may report at once.

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© More About Motion Pictures. 
: Selecting films known to be suitable for young people and arranging for 


4 their exhibition on special occasions is a constructive way of meeting the 


community problem. 

In order to make this plan successful it is necessary to provide enter- 
tainment of a kind that will appeal to the young people, and it must be 
given in a motion picture theater. Young people do not like motion picture 
entertainments in schoolhouses because it suggests the forcing of education 
upon them. Moreover, if the program is not given at a theater, the manager 
is likely to feel that business is being drawn away from him, and without 
his co-operation it will be more difficult to get good films for the special 
performances. Children dislike so-called “uplift pictures,” or “pictures that 
children ought to see.” The boys can hardly be expected to care for fairy 
tales. Cowboys and adventure are more to their liking. There is no reason 
why they should not have these, provided they are clean and wholesome. 
The committees of the National Board of Review of Motion Pictures, when 
reviewing pictures, note on their ballots those films which they consider are 
guitable for young people under 12 and those between 12 and 16. Lists are 
prepared monthly showing what these films are. They may be had on 
application to the National Board at No. 70 Fifth Avenue, New York city, 
or to the National Committee for Better Films at the same address. 

* On account of the present method of film distribution, in order to make 
a@ special young people’s program practical and easily obtained in the small 
town where the pictures are necessarily poor, it is desirable to organize a 
circuit of neighboring communities and secure a picture program that can 

‘be sent over this circuit for say a week. Certain companies are now making 
available “when and where wanted,” many fine pictures. The last. issue of 

The Bulletin of the Affiliated Committees for Better Films, issued by the 
National Committee for Better Films, gives the names of several of these 
companies. To quote from The Bulletin: 

“Retter films circuits have been worked out with more or less success 


in many ways. One way is to arrange with five other parent-teacher associa- |p 


tions in your immediate vicinity so that the six communities would agree 
to give the same program one day of each week, one community taking the 
program Monday, another Tuesday, etc. Then make up your program from 
films which are handled by any one central exchange in the large city nearest 
you and rent yourselves the entire program for a period of a week. Then 
subrent this program to the different exhibitors jn your own communities on 
the days assigned them. This is a perfectly’ ctical plan if it is put in 


the hands of some capable business woman with complete powers to act,ir,°:, 


unhampered by the necessity of being guided by any large body of associates. 
The co-operation of the exhibitors themselves is, of course, essential, but 
that is the first essential in any case. Uniess your exhibitor is willing to 
cooperate you can do nothing. He is your first-point of attack and he must 
either be brought into line or eliminated. Another way would be to outline 
this suggestion to your nearest large film agency and let this agency e 
a circuit for you. In this case, you would have to begin by assuring your 
exhibitors of a profitable patronage of your program in each community and 


induce them to take the matter up with the exchange. You will find that/n

ractically all the motion picture productions are handled by exchanges in 
Dallas or El Paso. Any acquaintance in that city could undoubtedly give 
you a list of the addresses of the motion picture exchanges there. : 


QUESTION BOX. 


‘In recent letters received by the secretary of the National Committee | Mho 


were the following two typical questions: 
1. From North Dakota—“Our place is so small] that the exhibitor says 


he cannot afford to pay the rental of selected films; is there any way by 
which we can get them?” 

2. From a Town in Virginia—‘How can we get the selected films for our 
town when we want them? Our exhibitors say they are bound by contract 


and cannot tell in advance what they are going to have, nor can they get 
selected pictures. ra 

Answer—The solution of this difficulty is in the hands of each commu- 
nity. The exhibitor will get excellent productions if his receipts warrant 
renting them. He must pay extra for them. If committees will stir up senti- 
ment and will sel] tickets for special entertainments so the exhibitor is 
assured of financial support he will book selected pictures. Some towns of 
760 or 1,000 have done this.

Five years ago, when I was appoint- 
ed chairman of conservation of the 
ninth district; I asked myself the 
question, “Where shall I begin?’ The 
answer came immediately, “The public 
school pupil of today is the citizen of 
temorrow.” Hence, the importance of 
the study of conservation in our 
schools. 

We have worked for the conservation 
of all natural resources—water, miner- 
als, coal; forests: food for ourselves 
and birds; natural scenery. The con- 
servation of human life, our greatest 
asset, is by no means omitted; but the 
fhealth chairman stresses that phase 
of the work. . 

Splendid reports have come to me 
during these years from the Norcross 
Woman's club,. Jefferson Woman's 
club, the Civic club of Dahlonega, the 
School and Improvement club of Com- 
merce, the .Civic league of Toccoa and 
the Civic club of Gainesville. | 

It seemed to me that our best work 
for the year 1917 could be done by 
selecting one or two branches of con- 
servation; those that touched our dis- 
trict in the most vital way. At the 
suggestion of our dear state chairman, 
who lives in the district and knows 
so well its agricultural possibilities, 
we decided to do some study and real 
work along these lines: First, “the 
protection of our birds and the observ- 
ance of Bird day,” April 3; second, to 
stress the effectual work of agricul- 
tural clubs.

Two 
thousand, three hundred and fifty-two 
bird boxes have been reported made 
in the ninth district. Some very beau- 
tiful rustic ones are being made at the 
echool at Tallulah Falis. 

Many new agricultural clubs have 
been organized in the schools through- 
-out the district. Farm demonstrators 
and home economic agents have been 
placed in most every county of the 
district. Mrs. Douney, our president, 
is most enthusiastic about this par- 
ticular phase of the work, and has been 
a great inspiration to me. 

We thank the clube for their hearty 
co-operation. We are all responsible. 
Study and teach conservation, Pass the 
interesting and valuable things on; 
things that point to civic patriotism; 
things more vital to their fatherland 
than the waving of battle flags and 
defiance of the foreign foe!

Washington, May 19.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports from the Américan Red Cross 
up to May 1 show that the people of 
the United States through the Red 
Cross, in the months of March and 
April, sent $165,000 to relieve war suf- 
ferers in Europe. Since February 1 the 
Red Cross has also sent to European 
sufferers 107 cases of hospital gar- 
ments, $39 cases of hospital supplies, 
238 cases of clothing and 1,405 cases of 
foodstuffs. 

More than half the $165,000 has been 
distributed through the American War 
Relief Clearing House of Paris. Twenty 
thousand dollars was used to relieve. 
the suffering of the tubercular among 
the repatriated civil prisoners and 
others in France. Relief supplies in 
the amount of $7,500 were purchased 
for the Somme district and more than 
$3,000 was used for relief work in Al- 
geace and northern France, 

Five thousand dollars went to the 
relief of the French wounded; $10,000 
went into relief work im territory re- 
taken by France; $7,000 was used in 
supplying the peasants and refugees 
with shoes, and $5,000 ‘was spent in the 
purchase of needed live stock. 

The new American Red Cross hos- 
pital of Paris, the first American hos- 
pital in France, required an appropri- 
ation of $10,000 and $15,000 was ex- 
pended in the purchase of motor am- 
bulances and trucks.

In this co-ordination Dr. Anna Shaw, in her wisdom, has recently stated 
that the suffrage question is not to enter into the patriotic work done under 
the head of war relief; this from a woman who has given her life to the 
cause of woman's suffrage, meaning no limitation of her loyalty still to that 
cause, but meaning rather the ascendency of the work of woman in the cause 
of country over any other interest of theirs. 

Dr. Shaw in public interviews has expressed the most rational views 
when she stresses the value of every woman taking hold of her own probiem 
in the home, as well as doing her part in the public work she is called 
upon to do. 

She commends especially the activities of women in the food products 
campaign, through home gardening, and the reaching of rural women with 
direct advice in the matteg of their greater interest in farm products, and 
in the conservation of those products, through canning, preserving, etc. 

Another distinguished American woman argues for a rational economy, 
and reminds the women who would become excessive in their economy in 
one direction that they should modify it when it works against large numbers 
of workers in any form of commerce, trade or general employment. : 

She explains that one of the most important duties women will have 
to perform will be to keep the women of the country already wage earners in 
the positions they hold; and to be able when emergencies may arise to 
create work for women. Wherever it is possible, in other words, to keep women 
employed and business active, it is far more economic than through mis- 
guided effort to cut down business and trade forces and precipitate conditions 
when willing and industrious people will come under the head of “needing

Next to the preparation of munitions 
and recruiting the army and the navy 
th’e most important step in getting 
ready for _.war is to build up a Red 
Cross organization. Vast numbers of 
women are now working in the various 
supply establishments which make mu- 
nitions, clothing, etc., but the time is 
not yet here when women need go into 
the factories to take the places of 
men. But the time is here not merely 
for the Red Cross to prepare, but to 
meet the actual test of real service. 

During the last few years much has 
been done to prepare the American Red 
Cross for the nation’s call. But pre- 
paredness on a large scale cannot be 
accomplished in peace time. All that 
can be done is to prepare a skeleton 
organization capable of expansion in 
war service, to draft plans of mobiliza- 
tion as any army staff would draft 
them and to gather reserve materials 
and supplies.

mendable for the woman who sees that 
she has been spending more than she 
can afford, who sees that she has over- 
vexed her husband's generosity, to call

‘ face her situation in her own home. 


Having fated this situation she is far 
better equipped to work in the general 
movements on the outside. She can 
know better what she can give, how 
far she can help others and she is 
brought more surely in touch with her 
every day life in its relations to others, 
and thus better equipped to work as a 
responsible individual. 

This is the time of all others when 
people can give so much of the best they 
have, and still not always be faced 
with the necessity of giving money. For 
instance, the organizations for relief 
need every day people who are talented 
in various ways. Women who can 
write well can give of that talent to 
the general secretaries, who are called 


upon to do a great deal of correspond- 
ing. Women who can talk well and 
have the time can offer themselves as 
speakers where groups are being or-. 
ganized’ and must be informed, and 
they can be very valuable in headquar- 
ters where people come for information. 

The first thing women should do is 
to post themselves with direct facts 
about the organization in its every de- 
partment, so that they can courteously 
give information when asked for it. For 
instance, the claim has been made that 
many women desiring to work and who 
go and volunteer their services are not 
told accurately what the duties of the 
departments are in which they should 
work. 

By this time, organizations for war 
relief, local branches not excepted, 
should have printed information about 
the purposes and plans of work. All 
letters should be promptly answered, 
and state divisions, chapters and branch- 
es should file weekly reports with na- 
tional headquarters. There*should be in 
the headquarters of all organizations a 
conspicuously placed register which 
shows full list of national, state and 
local officers, with their addresses, and 
the names with addresses of women 
chairmen of all departments of work. 


WAYS 
AND MEANS. 

In the intense interest of worfen in 
war relief and their readiness to secure 
funds for the carrying expenses, and 
the proposed work, the benefit enter- 
tainment or benefit may become a 
hindrance rather than an aid to the 
fund. The various relief societies 
should take care that the honored name 
of the organization is not misused, and 
there should be a well organized busi- 
ness committee to review for these -or- 
ganizations every proposition made in 
the matter of benefits. -It must be re- 
membered, that when subscriptions are 
called for, it is the public to whom. the 
appeal for money is made. If the run- 
ning of a restaurant is the pro- 
ject, certain individuals belonging to 
the public are asked to contribute the 
foodstuffs. Then patronage is urged 
and the same public is reminded that 
the cause is a noble one and they must 
patronize it. For instance, Mr. Blank, 
the wholesale commission merchant of 
wealth, is asked to subscribe to the 
patriotic cause, and his name goes down 
with the amount opposite. That does 
not save him from being asked to con- 
tribute a barrel of flour or something 
equally substantial to the restaurant, 
which he is reminded is for the patriotic 


~ cause. Then when the restaurant be- 


gins, he is asked to compand bring as 
many of his employees for luncheon a 
certain day, and three times in one week 
Mr. Blank finds he is called upon to 


- gontribute in different ways to the one 


cause. Not only his pocketbook and 


generosity touched, but his time, and 
patience.

Money given in the cause of patriot- 
ism or charity goes to pay the expenses 
of the entertainment, and the energy of 
many worthy and energetic people does 
not bring about substantial results. 

It is obvious, therefore, that in the 
economy that is being preached the 
public should be considered as far as 
possible in the matter of the tax upon 
them. . 

Organizations in launching entertain- 
ments or movements to seoure funds 
for war relief should watch well the 
daily papers, and see that there are not 
too many enterprises being pushed at 
the same time. There is no need to 
adopt a platform that would suggest 
all work has to be done at once. Un- 
fortunately there is going to be plenty 
of time for every organization to prove 
its usefulness, and one organization 
might as well be willing to give the 
other organization its chance and not 
to “crowd its parade” when its day is 
announced. 

A CHEERFUL 
SIDE. ‘ 


A leading society woman in New 
York city the other day was called upon. 
after she put down her name for a sub- 
stantial subscription for a patriotic 
cause, to give her views about the 
economy of women in the present crisis. 
She at once suggested first that wom- 
en in their intensity or work should not 
forget to be cheerful. 

“It is our smiles,” she said, “which 
can give courage to the men we send to 
the wars, and it is still our smiles we 
must have for the grieved and anxious 
ones left at home. 

“We must keep busy the women who 
sew and depend upon us.” 

Then she launched forth and dis- 
cussed the fashions. 

“I beHeve that there is probably go- 
ing to be more smaller gatherings in 
the home than heretofore,” she said, 
“and I believe women are going back 
to more consideration of home toilets. 

“These can be simple or according to 
the taste of the wearer. Women may 
not any of them have as many gowns 
as formerly, and they may be selecting 
more carefully. For instance, I am 
going to stay at home this year and 
will need gowns for all-summer seagon 
at home. 

“IT am going to have a foulard silk 
for morning card parties, and one in 
white voile for afternoons, and I am 
going to have some pretty dainty 
frocks for small gatherings at home. 

“The dimities are very stylish this 
season; also the chiffon and the geor- 
gette crepes. One does not always 
need these at the fashionable resort 
where full evening gowns are worn 
for dinner, but they are pretty and be- 
coming at home. For motor trips I 
am going to have a light and heavy 
coat as usual, and as I walk a little 
every day, rain or-shine, I am going to 
have a raincoat and hat. 

“Silk and net gowns are always pretty 
for the aftérnoon, and the lace gowns 
of this season are_combining both net 
d women can go 
on being ornamental ‘and still be eco- 
nomical. 

“No woman at any time of year 
should be without a good black even- 
ing gown, and then one.less modified 
in white or some favored color. This 
she is going to need at home as well as 
on any trips she takes. 

“There is no use in becoming unnec- 
essarily gloomy,” the woman is quoted 
as saying in conclusion, “for we must 
as I said in the beginning remember 
that women, with all the tragedies war 
brings them, are still expected to keep 
smiling—to be cheerful. Our dear 
broken-hearted sisters on the other 
side of the water have smiled hero- 
ically in the midst of the inhuman hor- 
rors they have witnessed, and we, only 
in the preparedness stage now, cannot 
afford to act any but the expression of 
cheerfulness, and resignation, with the 
willingness at all times to do our very 
best.” '

Therefore, its growth must parallel the 
growth in both branches of the nation’s 
fighting force. 

Time fer Quick Action. 

The declaration of a state of war 
with Germany means that the Ameri- 
can Red Cross must translate all these 
plans, prepared during peace, into ac- 
tion. It must be prepared to supple- 
ment the existing facilities of the medi- 
cal department of the army and the 
navy and of the medical reserve corps. 

All this: work must g0 forward 
smoothly. This expansion must -take 
place without any hitch in the ma- 
chinery. There can be no experiment- 
ing in war. 

How te Help. 

Every man and woman owes it as a 
duty to the country to become a mem- 
ber of the American Red Cross. Mem- 
bership— it is as low as one dollar— 
should be universal. Instead of having 
a membership of 500,000, as at present, 
the American Red Cross should far ex- 
ceed the 1,800,000 membership in Japan, 
the 1,400,000 in Russia and the million 
each in France and England. 

Membership alone does not neces- 
sarily imply service. It means merely 
that ‘one helps to support the adminis- 
trative organization directing the work 
of the Red Cross. 

After membership there is opportu- 
nity for service with the Red Cross 
Every chapter has its workrooms and 
its auxiliaries. It has trained in struc- 
tors in the preparation of hospital and 
surgical supplies meeded here anda 
abroad. 

Many chapters have classes in first 
aid to the wounded, home care of the 
sick, home dietetics and in the making 
of surgical dressings. All of these are 
at the service of women who wish to 
aid their country. 

What the Red Crees Needs. 

But what the Red Cross does need 
today is trained women for the work 
of military relief. The immediate call 
is for competent nurses. A soldier’s life 
is too precious to risk in unskilled 
hands. Nurses must largely be drawn 
from the hospitals of the cities. 

Women mus be found to take the 
Places of many nurses in civilian hos- 
pitals. To prepare for this emergency 
the Red Cross has been conducting 
great training classes for women. 

In many cities—New York, Brooklyn, 
Boeton, Chicago, Denver and elsewhere 


for the last two years have been turh- 
ing out women trained in the care of 
the sick and in elementary hospital 
duties. 

In New York alone, at No. 8 Hast 
Fifty-sixth street, one of these teach- 
ing centers is now training women in 
this work at the Fate of 1,500 every 
eight weeks. 

From them will largely be drawn 
also the nurses’ aids attached to the 
base hospitals organized throughout the 
country. Twenty-eight of these hos- 
pitals, with 500 beds each and a comple- 
ment of fifteen nurses’ aids, are now 
ready for active service. Even the doc- 
tors and nurses attached to ¢hese units 
have been inoculated against typhoid 
and other dangers of field service. 


Werk te Be Dene at Home. 

The functions of the Red Cross, how- 
ever, go far beyond service in military 
hospitals. In addition to the depart- 
ment of military relief ig the depart- 
ment of civilian relief, equally large 
and equally important. 

Dependents of fighting men cannot 
be neglected. Red Cross committees, 
assisted by expert investigators, take 
care of children who need aid. The 
needs of convalescing soldiers from the 
front will be looked after. 

If the time comes when women must 
go into industry, the burden of caring 
for children must be shifted from many 
mothers. Homes or nurseries must be 
found for infants. It is the Red Cross 
that is called upon to meet these emer- 
Sencies also. 


Unified War Relief. 


In all great emergencies charity is 
prompt to act. Money comes pouring 
in. Relief organizations spring up over- 
night. Men and women work with self- 
sacrificing zeal. 

Charity to be most effective must 
have system. Separate and unco-ordi- 
nated organizations cannot achieve the 
best results. Linked with the Red 
Cross and working through the Red 
Cross, these same organizations would 
achieve results a hundredfold greater. 
They must practice some of the lessons 
learned from business in recent years 
and learned again in the experience of 
relief agencies abroad in the early days 
of the great war. 

Between the Red Cross and other re- 
lief organizations there should be co- 
operation. The independent organiza- 
tions should constitute a sort of “relief 
militia,” or service force, which in time 


of war would merge with the Red Cross 


the regular army. 
Big Brother ef the Services. : 


The Red Cross is the big brother of|}- 


the medical services. The army and 
navy cannot get along without it. With- 
out it a warring nation is almost help- 
lees for the reason that a nation in time 

of war is unable to provide an adequate 
medical organization without civilian 
aid. 

In no war have there ever been 
enough nurses and surgeons. As no 
chain is stronger than its weakest link, 
so no army is stronger than its Red 
Croas. So clearly is this understood 
that in time of war the government re- 
quires the Red Cross to give all its 
energy and facilities to the nation, car- 
ing for the fighting men and their de- 
pendents at home. 


Chartered by Congress. 


The Red Cross is the only organiza- 
tion authorized by the government to 
render war fs service. It acts under 
a charter from the government. Con- 
gress passed the act incororating it. 
This act made the president its official 
head and placed representatives of the 
army and navy on its directing staff. 

In other words, the Red Cross is offi- 
cially as much a part of the govern- 
ment machinery as the army itself. 

Despite this official standing, how- 
| ever, the Red Cross must depend upon 
voluntary service of women and men. 
It is the great volunteer army that is 
serving humanity as well as the na- 
tion. And it is an army made up large- 
ly of ,women. 


Women as Leaders, 

Formerly Premier Asquith has assert- 
ed that credit for the success of entente 
arms belongs as much to the women of 
England as to the men actually fighs- 
ing the battles. 

Without the women iacistaasl neither 
could have raised the army she has nor 
filled the gaps in her industrial ranka 
made by the voluntary enlistments of 
her men workers. 

Every nation has in its history wom- 
en who were leaders of fighting men. 
Nowadays feats of arms are -not ex- 
pected from women. There is no call 
for a Deborah, a Joan of Arc or a Molly 
Pitcher. But there is a call for women 
actuated by the same spirit of service, 
and thousands of them é6re needed in 
America today—women who will carry 
forward the work begun by Clara Bar- 
ton and Florence Nightingale, women 
trained and ready to do the work they 


alone can do.

OTOR TRIP TO CHATTANOOGA IS IDEAL WEEK-END 
‘s ANOR AMA

The vaudeville comedian who always 
eprings that bright new joke about 
“spending a week in Chattanooga last 
Tuesday” never rode under the tower- 
ing palisades of Signal mountain; he 
never stood on James’ point where the 
Tennessee river valley spreads out in 
@ vast panorama before him: he never 
looked down upon Rainbow falls, set 
like a cameo in the stupendous gorge 
of Tennessee's “grand canyon;” he 
never stood upon the grizzly pinnacle 
of Lookout mountain and tet the 
giories of a landscape that touches 
seven states seep into him. 

The foregoing reflection upon cur- 
rent wit and humor arises out of the 
week-end run of The Constitution's 
Studebaker scout car to Chattanooga 
last Sunday. 

This is an ideal week-end run which 
may be comfortably made. Certainly 
no trip out of Atlanta can furnish 
more moments full of interest and en- 
joyment than this. 

The Constitution car, furnished by 
courtesy of the Studebaker corporation 
through its interest in the promotion 
of good roads in Georgia, left Atlanta 
at 6 o'clock Sunday morning and, after 
a leisurely run, arrived in Chattanooga 
shortly before noon. The return trip 
was made Monday morning, with the 
game ease and in about the same 
length of time. 

If preferable, of course, the same 
trip can be made by leaving here Sat- 
urday afternoon and returning Sunday 
afternoon. 


HALF DAY GIVEN 
IN CHATTANOOGA. 


The half day thus given a tourist in 
Chattanooga is just sufficient to visit 
the principal points of interest about 
thie extremely interesting city. 

This trip was made by way of Dal- 
ton, a distance of approximately 125 
miles. The road is for the most part 
in fair condition, and the few roug 
stretches, which now must be negotiat- 
ed with some degree of discomfort, are 
being placed in repair. There are but 
two of these extremely rough stretches, 
of some half a dozen miles each, and,

At the top of Signal mountain, the 
view fram James Point, a headland of 
reck hanging over a sheer cliff perhaps 
a mile high, is beyond description.

@ mile away. set in the midst of a little 
nest of rocks and trees, is Rainbow 
falls, which may be seen from the moun- 
tain top. 

On top of the mountain is Signal 
Mountain inn, a most pretentious sum- 
Mer resort, whose successful three 
years of existence has made. necessary 
an addition of 200 rooms, just com- 
pleted. 

By the time. the tour of Lookout and 
Signal mountains is completed one is 
ready to return to the Patton and is 
hungry as a bear. 

Leaving Chattanooga one should go 
by the Missionary Ridge route, leading 

rough a most interesting battle 
ground along its crest, and giving one |, 
. farewell glimpse of the city and val- 
ey that most fittingly closes this won- 
‘derful trip. “

in Chickamauga Park. There is located 
Fort Oglethorpe, where several hundred

The road from Atlanta 
Marietta, with the exception of a few 
bumps here and yonder, ts in fair con- 
dition. From Allatoona through Car- 
tereville, and for several miles beyond, 
the road is in first-class condition. Be- 


tween Cartersville and Adairsville is a 


bad stretch. Beyond Adairsville all the 
way to Chattanooga the road is in fine 
shape, and an average pace of 25 or 30 
miles an hour may be kept with ease. 
The winding curves necessitated by the 
mountainous character of the country 
make a great speed for any appreciable 
length of time rather hazardous, al- 
though, if one’s sporting blood must 
occasionally have an outlet, 45 miles 
an hour on the straight-aways may be 
made with a careful eye peeled for the 
next curve. 

This, then, sums up the conditions 
under which the trip may now be made 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga, provid- 
ing the weather has been dry for a day 
or so preceding the trip. The large 
precentage of red clay in long stretches 
would make the trip over a wet road 
extremely uncomfortable and haz- 
ardous. 

Information obtained in Chattanooga 
was to the effect that the road from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta via Rome, 
which is a little longer than the Dalton 
route, is in as good condition, if not 
better, than the route by Dalton. I 
have not recently been over the road 
from Chattanooga to Rome, but the road 
from Atlanta to Rome, which for the 
major portion, is the same as that from 
Atlanta to Chattanooga by Dalton, is in 
its entirety about on a par with the 
condition of the Dalton route. The dif- 
ference in condition of these two routes 
is probably not material. 

In previous installments of this se- 
ries of road stories the rmportance and 
necessity of the construction of a per- 
mament highway from the northern to 
the southern border of the state has 
been stressed such as is being urged by 
the Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion. The sand clay roads, which are 
for the most part the type now in use, 
are all right during the summer 
months, but as soohds winter weather 
sets in become absolutely impassable. 

Not only should such a permanent 
foad be constructed for the use of the 
citizens of Georgia, but the increas- 
ing tourist traffic into Georgia from 
the north every winter demands such 
a highway. Scores of cars were shipped 
across Georgia last winter because of 
the impassable condition of roads. Such 
shipment of cars began as soon as tour- 
ist coming south had reached the Cum-

FINE ROAD REACHES 
SUMMIT OF LOOKOUT. 


First we rode by automobile to the 
summit of Lookout mountain. There is 
a fine macadam road all the way to 
the top of the mountain, the steepest 
grade being about 7 or 8 per cent, with 
the remainder of it a gradual, easy 
climb. Incidentally, Chattanooga has 
already raised the money) to convert 
this road into a concrete paved high- 
way. 

If one prefers the trip up the moun- 
tain may be made by trolley or by way 
of the “inclined railroad.” Certainly 
the sensation of a trip upon this all but, 
perpendicular railroad is one worth 
experiencing. 

But by motor one gets the most 
pleasure out of the trip. At every turn 
in the road a continual panorama un- 
folds before the eyes, until at. the 
crest the country spreads away for 
scores of miles in gorgeous colors and 
bewildering | detail. From one point 
one may see into seven states. Directly 
below the mountain the great “Moc- 
casin Bend’ of the Tennessee river 
winds its tortuous way through the 
hills like a silver ribbon. Across the 
river lies the city, spread out like a 
great map. Automobiles speeding over 
the streets and roads look like tiny 
bugs creeping along, so great is the 
height. A burning house which we 
saw from the summit looked no larger 
than the flame of a match. Beyond 
the city lies Missionary ridge, on the 
right, and Sfinal mountain on the left. 
Far down the valley a long freight 
train lumbers along like a little red 
worm. Presently one discovers that 
the queer Ifttle blue spot lying in the 
shadow of the mountain is a large 
lake.

It is recorded by Stuart that he once 
said in jest that “he could do everything but spin.”

belonged to the epic age of homespun ; he came from sturdy 
stock; he was country bred; there is no reason for believing 
that he was in any way different in appearance or breeding 
from the average country boy brought up on a farm by God- 
fearing, hard-working parents. 
_ Nathan Hale was born at Coventry, Tonn., June 6, 1755, the 
“arth son and sixth child of the twelve children’ of Deacon 
ale Hale, an energetic farmer, a man of sturdy character 
and public spirit.

HALE’S LAST WORDS HAVE BE- 
COME IMMORTAL. Every schoolboy 
knows them. He left another message 
little known but timely for us. His inti- 
mate friend and companion in arms, 
Captain William Hull, urged’ him’ by 
every possible argument not to hazard 
his life by going into the lines of the 
enemy. Hale listened quietly. When 
his friend had finished he said: “I:am 
fully sensible of the consequences of 
discovery and capture in such a situa- 
tion, * * * yet I wish to be useful, 
and every kind of service necessary to 
the public good becomes honorable by 
being necessary. If the exigencies of 
my country demand a peculiar service 
its claims to. perform that service are 
imperious.” 

Born of his self-reliance and con- 
secration to the service of-his country 
those few. words, “I wish to be useful,” 
should be taken to heart by every young 
man who is hesitating today to join the 
colors. Hale did not wait to have this 
and that question decided for him.
